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FORMER NEW YORK SHERIFF 
BANKED $2,000,000 IN 6 YEARS 


Seabury to Put Into Record the Accounts of 
Charles W. Culkin Who Will Be Called 
on to Explain. 


By the Associated Press 

NEW YORK, Jan. 13.—Samuel 
Seabury, investigator of the New 
York city governinent, was ready 
today to show that former Sheriff 
Charles W. Culkin deposited about 
$2,000,000 in the bank since 1925. 

This is the largest total of bank 
deposits disclosed for any individ- 


ual since Seabury, counsel for a 
legislative committee, started dig- 


ging at the financial records of 
politicians. 

Seabury expects to give Culkin’s 
bank records in evidence at a pub- 
lic session of the inquiry tomorrow, 
first giving Culkin an opportunity 
to explain his handling of interest 
accruals on funds held officially 
by his office. 

Last week Seabury offered evi- 
dence to show that more than $25,- 
000 of such accruals went into Cul- 


kin’s personal account.

Negro Attacks Then Kills 
Betty Hickock in Her 
Father’s Home Near Pen- 
itentiary at Bellefonte, Pa.

BELLEFONTE, Pa., Jan. 13.— 
Betty Hickock, 22 years old, daugh- 
ter of Dr. A. L. Hickock, the chief 
of the Rockview State Penitentiary 
psychopathic ward, was stabbed to 
death today by Fred Collins, 37, a 
Negro convict from Allegheny 
County. He killed her after attack- 
ing her. 

The Negro assaulted Miss Hic- 
kock in the bathroom of her home. 
Then he nearly decapitated her 
with a butcher knife. 

Leaving the house quietly, Col- 
lins walked hal fa mile to the pris- 
on and surrendered. Prison of- 
ficials found the body. 

Members of the Hickock fam- 
ily, in the house at the time of the 
killing, did not know of it until in- 
formed by prison attaches. 

Collins, who has been 
psychopathic ward for four | 
was knowa.to be deficient mental- 
ly, but he was considered harm- 
less. 

He was a trusty and employed as 
a guard at the Hickock home. He 
is serving a 10-to-20-year sentence 
for second degree murder. 

Warden Stanley P. Ashe ar- 
rived from Pittsburg. Officials an- 
nounced Collins would be taken to 
Western Penitentiary at Pittsburg 
late today. 

At an inquest held shortly after 
Miss Hickock’s body was found, 
Collins was held responsible for her 
murder. 

State police augmented the regu- 
lar prison guard but the situation 
was described as tranquil. 

Dr. Hickock,. father of the con- 
vict’s victim, is understood to be in 
Harrisburg.

FIREMEN BATTLE 
FURNITURE STORE 
BLAZE TWO HOURS 


Hundreds of Persons- Watch 
Fight With Flames at 
2006 Salisbury Street — 
Damage About $20,000. 


A stubborn fire in the Kroemeke 
furniture store, 2006 Salisbury 
street, gave a brisk fight to fire- 
men summoned by three alarms 
before it finally was brought un- 
der control at 1:10 o’clock this aft- 
ernoon, two hours after it had been 


discovered. 

Hundreds of spectators, including 
school children at liberty during 
the noon hour, watched firemen as 
they flooded out flames in the 
basement, then entered the build- 
ing, only to be driven out a few 
minutes later when the blaze broke 
out anew in the upper floors of the 
three-story brick building. 

Fire Chief Alt estimated dam- 
age to the building at about $5000 
and to contents at approximately 
$15,000. Ten employes were at 
; in the place when smoke Was 
noticed coming from the basement 
where large duantities of linoleum 
were stored. 

The flames sped through the 
linoleum quickly, sending up bil- 
lowing clouds of smoke, which 
killed the building before the first 
firemen arrived and made it impos- 
sible for them to enter the build- 
ing. 

Hose lines, therefore, were di- 
rected into sidewalk ventilators, 
coal chutes, cellar windows and 
through plate glass windows in the 
first floor. After an hour and a 
half the smoke had _ subsided 
enough to allow firemen to enter 
the building but they were ordered 
out a few minutes later when the 
second and third floors burst into 
flames. 

Hose lines were then raised to 
play on the upper floors, and fire- 
men on towers sent thousands of 
gallons of water onto the roof. 
After 20 minutes of such strategy 
the fire was under control again 
and at 1:20 it was completely ex- 
tinguished. Firemen said the blaze 
in the upper stories was caused by 
flames traveling up an air duct 
from the basement.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13. — New 


names constantly entered the talk 
today of a successor to Justice Oli- 
ver Wendell Holmes of the Supreme 
Court, who resigned yesterday be- 
cause of ill health. 

One was that of Federal Judge 
Curtis Dwight Wilbur, former Sec- 
retary of the Navy, brother of Sec- 
retary of the Interior Wilbur, now 
on the Circuit bench in California. 

There was equally prominent 
speculation on Attorney-General 
Mitchell, Democratic member of 
the Cabinet; Newton D. Baker of 
Ohio, possible Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate; Chief Justice Benja- 
min N. Cardozo of the Néw York 
State Court of Appeals, and Fed- 
eral Judge William S. Kenyon of 
Iowa, a member of the Wickersham 
Commission. 

In Senate cloakroom conversa- 
tion the names of Senators Walsh 
of Montana and Bratton of New 
Mexico, both Democrats, recurred. 
It was argued that five members 
of the Supreme Court are from 


the Northeast, and that the Presi- 
dent would turn westward for 
Holmes’ successor. 

Court’s Letter to Holmes. 
On the.meeting of the Supreme 
Court today, Chief Justice Hughes 
read correspondence between the 
court and Justice Holmes on the 
latter’s retirement. 

The letter, signed by each mem- 
ber of the court, expressed “our 
keen sense of loss and our warm 
Affection.“ It added: 

“While we are losing the priv- 
ilege of daily companionship, the 
most precious memories of your un- 
failing kindliness and generous na- 
ture abide with us, and these mem- 
ories will ever be one of the choit- 
est traditions of the court.” 

Jusetice Holmes replied: 

My dear brethren: 

“You must let me call you so 
once more. Your more than kind, 
your generous, letter touches me 
to the bottom of my heart. The 
long and intimate association with 
men who so command my respect 
and admiration could not but fix 
my affection as well. For such 
little time as may be left for tne 
I shall treasure it as adding gold 
to the sunset.” 

Inquiry on Wilkerson. 

Senate independents are scanning 
the record of Judge James H. Wil- 
kerson of Chicago before they de- 
cide whether to support or oppose 
his nomination to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. President Hoover sent 
the nomination to the Senate yes- 
terday and the independents im- 
mediately pulled out records of his 
decisions to ascertain his views on 
labor. 

Not long ago they defeated con- 
firmation of Judge John J. Parker 
to the Supreme Court and waged 
a vigorous fight against Charles 
Evans Hughes as Chief Justice of 
the United States. 

There were rumblings in the Sen- 
ate of a possible contest against 
Wilkerson because of his decision 
10 years ago granting the injunc- 
tion asked by Attorney-General 
Harry M. Daugherty in the railway 
shopmen’s strike, but thus far there 
has been no organized move against 
the Illinois Judge. Wilkerson is 
the Judge who sentenced “Scarface” 
Al Capone and other Chicago gang- 
sters to prison.

Lime and Evans said the bomb- 
ing was planned in retaliation for 
previous theater bombings which 
they charged were directed at their 
local union by members of the In- 
ternational Alliance of Theatrical 
and Stage Employes. 

Police quoted Time as saying 
they induced Edward Gillespie, 22, 
former convict, to place the bomb 
under a seat in the theater balcony, 
under the impression the package 
contained liquor. 

Lime declared Gillespie did not 
know that the package contained 
explosives. N 

Lime, Evans and Gillespie were 
arrested yesterday. 

Gillespie admitted placing a 
package under a seat in the bal- 
cony of the house, but said he had 
been told by Lime that it contained 
whisky. 

Police said Lime told them the 
bomb contained dynamite and a 
timing apparatus made from the 
wheels of a clock and a battery. It 
was set to explode at 11:30 p. m. 
He was quoted as saying he and 
Evans. planned the explosion as a 
gesture against the International 
Alliance of Theatrical Stage Em- 
ployes, a rival to the sound pro- 
jectionists’ association. 

John Morgan, operator of the. 
sound and projection machine at 
the Midland, is head of the local 
union of the International Alliance. 

Alexander was killed by the ex- 
plosion as he walked down a stair- 
way into the lobby at 11:15 o’clock. 

The explosion culminated a series 
of recent attacks against Kansas 
City theaters. During a strike last 
fall several International Alliance 
of Theatrieal Stage Employes were 
replaced by Association operators. 

Police say Gillespie served two 
terms in the Missouri penitentiary, 
one for larceny and the other for 
automobile theft.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—A bal- 


anced budget at the end of the 
fiscal year 1934 is the goal of the 
administration’s tax increase pro- 
gram submitted today by Secretary 
Mellon to the House Ways and 
Means Committee. 

Appearing as the principal wit- 
ness at the opening of hearings be- 
fore the Democratic-controllea 
group that will formulate broader 
revenue raising legislation, the Sec- 
rétary of the Treasury under three 
Republican administrations said: 

“We are in the midst of a grave 
emergenéy. It is essential to raise 
additional revenue, not just to 


cover current expenditures but to 
maintain unimpaired the credit of 
the United States Government. This 
last objective is of paramount im- 
portance to every citizen in the 
land. It is an indispensable step 
in our progress toward recovery. 
Losses Vs. Taxes. 

“The losses that will be suffered 
by every individual and every in- 
dustry through a continuation of 
the depression will exceed many 
times over the amounts to be con- 
tributed in additional taxes. 

“It is not only the patriotic duty 
of all to insure the financial stabil- 
ity of the Government in times 
such as these, but the sacrifice de- 
manded—if we desire to put the 
justification on a lower plane—is 
amply warranted by considerations 
of individual self interest.” 

Mellon said the plan he submit- 
ted was generally a return to the 
taxation existing under the 1924 
revenue act, twice amended since. 
He estimated it would return $390,- 
000,000 additional revenue during 
the current fiscal year and $920,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year 1933 be- 
ginning next July 1. It would in- 
clude a selective sales 
creases in income and corporation 
taxes, a super estate tax, and in- 
creases in surtaxes. 

Citing the $903,000,000 deficit 
last year, and a prospective deficit 
of $2,123,000,000 this year, Melion 
estimated there would be a deficit 
of $1,417,000,000 in 1933 despite 
the increase in revenue. 

Puts Two-Year Limit on Taxes. 

Somewhat to the surprise of 
committee members, the Secretary 
announced that “the administration 
is determined, with your co-opera- 
tion, to arrest this borrowing pro- 
cess on June 30 next,” in urging 
the increased taxes in order to pre- 
vent an increase in the public debt.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—State 
Department officials have been re- 
quested to appear before the Sen- 
ate Finance Committee tomorrow 
to explain the Department's con- 
nection with the foreign loans. 
More than $815,000,000 of South 
American bonds sold in this coun- 
try during the last 10 years with 
the State Department’s consent are 
in default, and others are in jeop- 
ardy. 

Although the Department offi- 
cials have repeatedly insisted that 
the Department’s only action was. 
to inform American bankers Wheth- 
er there were political objections 
to the loans, yesterday’s testimony 
before the committee disclosed that 
on one occasion the Department 
actively urged a banking group to 
make additional advances of $4,- 
000,000 to the Government of Co- 
lombia, which the Commerce De- 
partment had previously described 
as a poor risk. 

Loan Eventually Made. 


The loan eventually was made, 
after the Colombian Government 
had renewed a valuable oil conces- 
sion to the Gulf Refining Co., con- 
trolled by the family of Secretary 
Witness- 
es denied that the oil grant was a 
factor in the loan, but there was 
testimony that Assistant Secretary 
of State Francis White told the 
bankers that President Enrique 
Olaya of Colombia declared he had 
“met every. condition imposed by, 
the Americans, including the grant- 
ing of the oil concession.” 


A syndicate composed of the Na- 
tional City Co. and the Bank of 
Manhattan Trust Co. of New York, 
the Continental lllinois Trust Co. of 
Chicago, and the First National 
Bank of Boston, agreed in 1930 to 
advance $20,000,000 to Colombia, 
despite the Commerce Department's 
earlier warning. 

After $16,000,000 had been ad- 
vanced, the banks became anxious 
over the condition of Colombia fi- 
nances, and insisted that the budg- 
et be balanced before the remain- 
ing $4,000,000 was forwarded. At 
this juncture the State Department 
intervened to insist that the loan 
be completed. 

Wirt W. Lancaster, counsel for 
the National City Co., testified that 
Secretary Stimson mentioned the 
matter once or twice, and that 
Francis White, assistant secretary 
in charge of Latin-American af- 
fairs, spoke about it four times in 
one week. The bankers remaining 
reluctant, the Department finally 
sent an agent to New York to call 
on them. 

Senator Glass Comments. 


After yesterday’s disclosures, 
which included Lancaster's testi- 
mony that the State Department 
appeared to be acting as “a com- 
mercial agent between the bankers 
and the Republic of Colombia,” the 
Department hastily issued a state- 
ment declaring it had sought only 
to use appropriate good offices” 
in behalf of a foreign government. 

Commenting on the Depart- 
ment's admission that, in the Co- 
lombian case at least, it had taken 
a positive attitude in favor of a 
loan, Senator Carter Glass (Dem.), 
Virginia, said last night: 

“Perhaps they feel conscience- 
stricken over not telling the truth 
last week, and are now attempting 
to give a measure of it in a sup- 
plemental statement. Notwithstand- 
ing the Department's repeated as- 
sertions that it never took any but 
a negative attitude, here is a con- 
crete case where bankers disap- 
proved of a loan, and the State De- 
partment insisted on it. I shal! 
have more to say about this later.” 

Hearings before the Senate com- 
mittee were suspended today to al- 
low Senator Johnson time to study 
a mass of documents obtained un- 
der subpena from the bankers. As- 
sistant Secretary of State White is 
expected to be the first witness to- 
morrow.

Mayor Urges Strict Economy 
on Council to Avoid Fi- 
nancial Disaster.

DETROIT, Jan. 13.—A new City 


Council, which includes two former 


Mayors and only three re-elected 
members, took over the municipal 
government last night and heard a 
message trom Mayor Frank Mur- 
phy demanding stringent economy 
to avoid ‘“‘financial disaster.“ 

A few hours earlier the Board 
of Education had contributed to 
the economy program by voting to 
reduce by 10 per cent all galaries 
over $100 a month, with a further 
10 per cent cut to be applied to 
amounts received fn excess of $4000 
annually. 

The reductions take the place of 
3 per cent cuts voted at the start 
of the school year. The board, in- 
structed to effect a saving of $3,- 
000,000 this year, has indicated it 
will ask all employes to work with- 
out pay for the last two weeks of 
the school year. 

All of that was in line with the 
economy program outlined by 
Mayor Murphy to the council. 
The old City Council several 
weeks ago voted to reduce the sal- 
aries of all municipal employes 
from 10 to 17 per cent. 

The former Mayors on the new 
City Council are John C. Lodge and 
John W. Smith.

IMPEACHMENT BEGUN 


Patman’s Charges Against Jus- 
tice Department Stricken 
From Record. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—A 
charge the Justice Department has 
let Secretary Mellon “run rough 
shod' over Federal laws was made 
before the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee today by Representative 
Patman (Dem.), Texas, but was 
stricken out of the record on the 
suggestion of Chairman Sumners. 

Patman was testifying on his 
resolution seeking impeachment of 
the veteran Treasury head for 
“high crimes and misdemeanors.” 
Representative Michener (Rep.), 
Michigan, asked at one point why 
he had not taken his charges to 
the Justice Department. 

The Texan replied that since the 
department “has let him run rough 
shod over law as I believe, what 
reason would I have to expect it 
would make a criminal prosecu- 
tion?“ 

Another Democrat, Representa- 
tive Oliver of New York, requested 
that the statement be stricken from 
the record, Patman said he ex- 
pected to show malfeasance on the 
part of the Secretary before he 
concluded. 

Representative Dyer (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, said it was unfair to make 
inferences of corruption without 
presenting such proof. 

As the committee began its ‘con- 
sideration of the charges, Mellon 
was before the House Ways and 
Means Committee on the same 
floor to argue for the adoption of 
the administration’s tax increase 
program. 

Two representatives of Mellon, 
however, were before the Judiciary 
Committee to represent him. They 
are Alexander W. Gregg, former 
Solicitor of the Treasury Interna] 
Revenue Bureau, and D. D. Shep- 
ard, an attorney from Pittsburg, 
Mellon's home. 


Patman first suggested 
Gregg open the testimony. . 

Representative Dyer of Missouri, 
ranking Republican on the com- 
mittee, interposed it was Patman’s 
duty to make a prima facie case 
on his charges and Chairman Sum- 
ners ordered Patman to proceed. 

When Patman mentioned previ- 
ous testimony concerning the Alum- 
inum Co. of America, Gregg agreed 
that Mellon was a minority stock- 
holder in the corporations named 
by the Texan. Gregg added: “The 
fact that he owns stock in compa- 
nies that carry on trade with ships 
-I concede that for the record 
now.” 5

nance work by the railroads would 
quicken the return of prosperity. 

The labor leaders, making last - 
minute plans for tomorrow's con- 
ference on wage cuts and unem- 
ployment relief with heads of the 
railroads, said they would request 
the carriers to begin such work at 
once. 

Should the railroads agree, 
spokesmen said, the wheels of 
many industries would begin mov- 
ing and the carriers themselves 
would benefit through increased 
freight tonnage. 

They announced they would also 
ask for assurance of steady em- 
ployment for one year for 2,225,- 
000 workers, asserting this would 
remove fear of joblessness, restore 
confidence and thereby release $2,- 
000,000,000 in purchasing power 
now held back by uncertainty. 

Attitude on Wage Cut. 

The union men indicated during 
a series of conferences this week 
that they would be willing to ac- 
cept the 10 per cent wage cut pro- 
posed by the railroads if $250,- 
000,000 obtained in that manner 
would be used to start mainte- 
nance work and relieve unemploy- 
ment among the rail workers. 

The conference tomorrow will be 
between nine men representing 
more than 200 Class A railroads 
and 21 chairmen of various labor 
crafts. 

Both the railway executives and 
the union leaders have been au- 
thorized to “negotiate the prob- 
lems of wage cuts and unemploy- 
ment to a conclusion” and the 
meeting is to be the first of its 
kind in more than 50 years of 
railway history. 

The labor chiefs have received 
unlimited power from nearly 
2,000,000 workers represented by 
gome 1500 general chairmen. 

For 6-Hour Day. 

In addition to requesting the 
railroads to stabilize employment 
and relieve joblessness, the labor 
chiefs declared they would ask for 
other concessions, principally that 
the carriers agree to the principle 
of a six-hour day. They contended 
this would restore work to thou- 
sands. 

The joint conference is expected 
to last a week or more. What pro- 
posals the railroads will make has 
not been disclosed.

Senate Passes Land Banks Capital 
Increase Bill.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The 


Senate today passed the Hou e bill 
to increase the capital of the Fed- 
eral Land Banks by $125,000,000.. 

The measure now goes to con- 
ference for adjustment of differ- 
ences in its provisions as pased 
by the House. As approved by the 
latter, it carried 3100,00, 000. The 
$25,000,000 added by the Senate 
was “earmarked” for granting ex- 
tensions of farm mortgage install- 
ments at the discretion of the 
banks, 

The Senate had amended the bill 
to allocate $25,000,000 of the $125,- 
000,000 incraesed capital to the 
specific purpose of extending the 
time within which borrowers may 
pay their installments to the land 
banks. 

The amendment was proposed by 
Senator Black (Dem.), Alabama, 
Black challenged statements that it 
would “break down the land bank 
system” by lowering the value of 
their bonds.

Income Varies Widely. 

After a discussion of the increase 
in expenditures in this and the last 
fiscal years due to veterans’ activ- 
ities, emergency construction, and 
the postal deficit, and the decline 
in revenue from taxation, Mellon 
said: 

“The truth of the matter is that 
our revenue system rests on a com- 
paratively narrow base and that 
our tax receipts are susceptible to 
the widest variations in accordance 
with variations in business condi- 
tions. This is particularly true of 
current individual income tax col- 
lections, the instability of which is 
further accentuated by the wide va- 
riations in gains and losses derived 
from the sale of so-called capital 
Assets.“ 

Mellon reviewed the decline in 
big incomes during the past two 
years, and turned to a defense of 
his plan to bring in 1,700,000 addi, 
tional taxpayers by lowering the 
income tax exemptions. 

“It is sometimes suggested that 
our additional revenue require- 
ments can be covered for the most 
part by increasing the income tax 
rates applicable to the larger in- 
comes,” the Secretary continued. 
“The justification for such a pro- 
posal is that in periods of emer- 
gency the doctrine of ability to pay 
should be pushed to the limit. 


In the Higher Brackets. 


“Leaving aside. the economic 
question involved in drying up. 
even temporarily, those liquid re- 
sources which should be available 
tor restoring the working capital 
of industry and commerce and re- 
inforcing our credit machinery. a 
study of the figures leads to the 
conclusion that the necessary rev- 
enue cannot be derived from this 
source.“ 

An increase by 100 per cent in 
surtaxes on the big incomes would 
net only $200,000,000, Mellon said, 
although he recommended a 40 
per cent surtax on incomes in ex- 
cess of $500,000 and 37 per cent 
between $100,000. and $200,000, as 
compared to the present maximum 
of 20 per cent on Incomes in ex- 
cess of $100,000. 

“Many not now paying taxes are 
very definitely in a position to 
make some contribution to the sup- 
port of Government,” Mellon con- 
tinued. “They should be asked to 
do so, taking into consideration 
ability to pay. This basic concept 
underlies the entire program which 
the Treasury Department is sub- 
mitting for your consideration. It 
must form a part of any program 
for without it a solution is impos- 
sible and it is justified not only by 
neeessity but by equity and sound 
public policy. y. 

„I realize, of course, that argu- 
ments can be advanced against 
every increase in rate or additional 
tax proposed. This is true of all 
measures looking to an increase in 
the public revenue. But I trust 
that on this occasion the attitude 
of taxpayérs will be different from 
that which, knowing human na- 
ture, he would expect under nor- 
mal circumstances.“ 

Administration Proposals. 

An outline of the administration's 
tax increase plan as presented to 
the committee by Mellon, follows, 
conforming generally to the sugges- 
tions made known in the Secre- 
tary’s annual report: 

Corporation income taxes to be 
increased from 12 to 12% per cent, 
to produce $27,000,000 in the cur- 
rent fiscal year and $60,000,000 in 
1933. 

A super-estate tax to be grad- 
vated from 1 per cent on estates 
of $50,000 to 25 per ent on those 
m excess of $10,000,000, from 
which $33,000,000 is expected with- 
in the coming 18 months. 
Individual income taxes to have 
normal rates at 2. 4 and 6 per cént, 
with surtaxes beginning with 1 per 
cent on incomes over $10,000, 
graduated up to 37 per cent on 
those between $100,000 and $200,- 
000 and 40 per cent on those above 
$500,000, as compared with the 
present maximum of 20 per cent 
on incomes in excess of $100.000. 
Personal exemptions to be low- 


ered to $1000 for a single person 
and to $2500 for one having ae- 
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each dependent. This is expected 
to bring in $1,700,000 additional in- 
dividuals, making a total of Fed- 
eral taxpayers of 3,600,000, who 
are expected to pay an additional 
$83,000.000 for the last half of the 
current fiscal year and $185,000,- 
000 in 1983. Three-fifths of the 
revenue is estimated to come from 
incomes in excess of $100,000. — 


Stamp Taxes. 


Revival. of many of the miscel- 

laneous taxes of 1924, including in- 
crease of one-sixth of present rates 
on tobacco manufactures and prod- 
ucts except cigars; an increase of 
1 per cent on stock sales; extension 
of tax on admissions of 10 cents 
and above; a tax on manufacturers’ 
sales of automobiles, trucks and 
accessories at 5, 3 and 2% per cent, 
respectively; a stamp tax on con- 
veyance of realty of 50 cents for 
each $500 value in excess of $100; 
a tax of 5 per cent on manufac- 
turers’ sales of radio and phono- 
graph cquipment a stamp tax of 
2 cents on each check and draft: 
tax on telephone, telegraph, radio 
and cable. messages of 5 cents on 
charges between 14 and 50. cents, 
and 10 cent: on those above. 
In the first six months in 1932, 
about $205,000,000 is expected to 
be produced from these miscel- 
laneous taxes, while revenue 
amounting to $514,000,000 is ex- 
pected for the fiscal year 1933. 

Postal rates be increased to cover 
a deficit in revenues of about 
$150.000,000, although no specific 
rate was suggested. 


Mills Reads Statement. 


Mellon started to read his pre- 
pared statement, but changed his 
mind and requested that Under- 
secretary “ills be allowed to do the 
reading. It required 40 minutes. 

Representative Crisp of Georgia, 
ranking Democrat on the commit- 
tee, opened the examination by ask- 
ing Mills what specific increases 
the Treasury recommended in the 
postal rates. 

The Undersecretary suggested 
that the committee call Postmaster- 
General Brown to explain how the 
revenues could be increased to 
meet the prospective $150,000,000 
deficit in that department. 

During the last 24 months. Mills 
said, the public debt had been in- 
creased by $4,100,000,000, and 
added: 


“The Treasury considers it essen- 
tial to bring this borrowing process 
to a halt by June 30. We must 
do this by attacking Government 
expenditures as well as by increas- 
ing taxes.“ 

He beat the table in front of him 
with his fist in emphasis, saying 
economic recovery rested largely on 
the maintenance of the credit of 
the Government. 

Basis for Estimate. 

Questioned, Mills divulged that 
the Treasury had based its esti- 
mates on its $920,000,000 tax in-. 
crease program “on an upward 
trend of business in 1932.” 

Pressed by Crisp for further ex- 
planation of why the Treasury de-

bonds, Mills said: : 
“I don't believe that we can have 


increase. There is nothing more 
we could do to return prosperity 
than to return Government securi- 
ties to par.“ 

Asked about the proposed tax on 
automobiles and trucks, Mills said 
the automotive industry had expe- 
rienced “two bad years, but auto- 
mobiles are wearing out and must 
be replaced, and when the upturn 
starts in that industry it is expect- 
ed to be rapid.“ 

“Why haven't you proposed a. 
gasoline tax?“ he was asked. “We 
considered the gasoline tax, and the 
only reason we did not suggest it 
was because of the feeling that the 
states had looked on it as their 
own, on which they rely largely,” 
Mills answered. “However, if the 
States continue to trespass on Fed- 
eral taxes, like imposing taxes on 
tobacco, I feel we can trespass on 
their field through the gas tax. I 
have always believed in comity be- 
tween the states and the Federal | 
Government on taxes.” 

Mills said a Federal tax of 1 cent 
4 gallon would bring in annually: 
$150,000,000 of revenue. 


“No Money in Gift Tax.” 


Asked why the Treasury did not 
propose a gift fax, Mills said: “We 
won't get any real money from it.” 

He said he did not consider it a 
legitimate method of taxation and 
that it would “discourage giving, 
which, admitting the facts, I stil] 
think is a good thing.“ 

Bacharach also asked why the 
Treasury did not recommend lux- 
ury taxes on furs and cosmetics. 
“Minor luxury taxes have always 
been unsatisfactory, because they 
are difficult to collect and are dif- 
ficult to make uniform,” Mills re- 
plied. “An honest merchant will 
pay his taxes and a dishonest one 
will not.“ 

Mills estimated that $20,000,000 
could be obtained through a tax on 
cosmetics. Bacharach suggested 
that a stamp tax be levied on them. 


Liquor Taxes Recalled. 


McCormack suggested a liquor 
tax would be the easiest to collect 
and would produce the most 
money. Mills smiled and said: 
“Yes, only the Constitution and 
Congress stand in the way.” He 
added liquor taxes produced $483,- 
000,000 in 1919. 


Mills disclosed that the Treasury 
sent experts to Canada to study the 
general sales tax there, but de- 
clared it would be difficult to put 
such a tax into effect in this coun- 
try. 

Making the tax increases apply 
on last year’s income would be of 
no consequence to the individual 
income taxpayers or the small cor- 
porations because they usually paid 
the previous year’s taxes out of 
present income, he said. 

“There is no fundamental injus- 
tice in making it retroactive,” 
Mills said. “The most disturbing 
element to business will be the 
failure of the Government to put 


its own house in order.“

Eddie Cullens, Naturalized U. 
S. Citizen, Goes to Death 


in Belfast. 
By the Associated Press. 
BELFAST, Northern Ireland, 
Jan. 13.—Eddie Cullens, young 


naturalized United States citizen, 
was hanged at 8 a. m. today for the 


murder of Achmet Musa, a Turk. 

Musa, promoter and companion 
of Zaro Agha, advertised as the 
oldest man in the world, was found 
slain in a field near Carrickfergus 
and Cullen was arrested and con- 
victed of the crime Dec. 10. Friends 
in the United States made strenu- 
ous efforts to get a modification 
of the sentence.

Betier Representation of Va- 
rious Parts of Country Ob- 
ject of Change, He Says.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Be- 
Cause of “the greatly increased 
public interest in conservation and 
regulatory measures that may be 
adopted to perpetuate and increase 
the supply of migratory water- 
fowl,” Secretary of Agriculture 
Hyde has decided to reorganize the 
Advisory Board set up under the 
Migratory Bird Treaty act. This 
decision was stated in letters sent 
by the Secretary to the 19 mem- 
bers of the existing board under 
date of Jan. 2. 

The Advisory Board exists for 
the purpose of advising the Secre- 
tary whose duty is, under the 
Treaty act, to make such regula- 
tions concerning the shooting or 
taking in other ways of migratory 
waterfowl as, ih his judgment, are 
necessary to effectuate within this 
country the treaty between the 
United States and Canada, which 
was entered into to conserve and 
perpetuate the waterfowl. 

The existing board consists of 19 
members, nine of whom at present 
are from the East, five are from 
the Middle West, three from the 
West and two from the South. The 
Secretary says in his letter that 
his object is to provide a more 
direct and intimate representation 
of the various sections of the coun- 
try in the deliberations of the 
board, the present composition of 
which, he adds, does not facilitate 
direct participation by the conser- 
vation authorities of the states or 
by other interested groups. 
Furthermore, he says, the present 
board does not adequately repre- 
sent the relative density of popu- 
lation in the various areas or the 
differences in the problem of con- 
servation which are present in dit- 
ferent sections of the coyntry. 

A Polite Dismissal. 

“I have determined to reorganize 
the board,” the letter said, “based 
on regional representation of 10 
groups of states, having regard in 
the grouping for density of popu- 
lation and general similarity of 
conditions with respect to migra- 
tory waterfowl. I shall ask the 
State game conservation officials of 
each state comprising a division 
to nominate three persons whom 
they consider competent, and from 
the nominations submitted I shail 
select one person who shall repre- 
sent that district; provided, in niy 
judgment, the qualifications of the 
nominee are satisfactory.” In ai- 


dition to the 10 persons thus se- 


lected, the Secretary says: “I in- 
tend to appoint five members at 
large whose qualifications and in- 
terests shall be of a nature to ren- 
der their advice and opinions on 
this subject of unusual value to the 
board.“ 

The letters were tantamount to 
dismissal of the present members 
from the service which some of 
them have been rendering on the 
board for many years. 

In this connection the Secretary 
said: I desire to express my deep 
appreciation of the services which 
you have rendered to the depar*- 
ment and the public. If it should 
occur that you may be one of those 


selected to serve for your region 


upon the new board, I shall be 
very glad.“ 

The proposed organization close- 
ly resembles in structure the polit- 
ical set-up by which administra- 
tion Senators and Representatives 
select Postmasters after three eli- 
gible candidates have been certi- 
fied by the Civil Bervice Commis- 


i gion. The advisory board will make 
recommendations regarding

State Board Bars Schedule Re- 
quiring Users to Buy Power - 
From It Also. 


By the Jefferson City. Correspon-

iai..JpFPFERSON CITY, Jan 12.— 
The State Public Service Commis- 
sion today disapproved and re- 
jected a proposed rate schedule for 
steam heating service: filed last 
Sept. 3 by Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. of St. Louis, which 
would have enabled the Union 
company to require the use of its 
electric service as a condition to 
obtaining its steam service. 

“The language of the proposed 
schedule,” the commission said, 
“would have authorized the Union 
Co. to refuse to render service for 
which it had facilities to prospec- 
tive customers and thus discrimi- 
nate in its service in favor of the 
class of persons who take that 
service. In the opinion of this com- 
mission such discrimination is un- 
reasonable and improper. I¥ is a 
violation of the fundamental con- 
ception of the duty of a public 
utility in the use of property 
clothed with a public interest and 
in the exercise of rights . granted 
by a municrpality. It is further vio- 
lative of several provisions of the 
Public Service Commission act.” 

The proposed schedule made no 
changes in rates, but only in serv- 
ice rules. It was brought out in 
hearings that Union Electric 
wished authority to refuse heating 
service to concerns buying electric- 
ity from its only electric competi- 
tor in St. Louis, the Laclede Power 
& Light Co., an affiliate of Laclede 
Gas Light Co. 7 

It was admitted by Union Elec- 
tric that it was giving steam heat- 
ing service as a public utility, but 
the company contended that inas- 
much as the steam was to a con- 
siderable extent a by-product of its 
electric service it should not be re- 
quired to furnish steam to custo- 
mers not using its electric. service, 
although its facilities might be 
adequate for doing so. 

The Commission refused to hear 
complaints of customers and con- 
fined the testimony to the point 
of law as to whether such dis- 
crimination was permissible. The 
Commission said specifically that 
the proposed schedule violated a 
section of the law prohibiting un- 
due and unreasonable privileges to 
any customer. 

The steam heating service is ren- 
dered only in the central down- 
town section.

close that, except where local issues 
are involved, Congress is disposed 
to accept hopefully but without 
enthusiasm the administration's 
claim that the new credit organiza- 
tion will help restore prosperity. 

Active support of the measure 
has been confined entirely to mem- 
bers of the Banking and Currency 
Committees, which held hearings 
on the bill, while the opposition 
has come from a few Democratic 
and Republican progressives. The 
remainder of Congress is content 
to vote for the measure, trusting 
that the administration is right. 

The administration has tried to 
expedite the passage of the bill, in- 
sisting that time is an essential 
factor in meeting the credit crisis. 
The original bill was written by 
Treasury Department officiais and 
sent to the Banking and Currency 
Committees, which heard only wit- 
nesses favoring the proposed Fed- 
eral corporation. 

The opposition in both ¢ommit- 
tees was so slight that there was 
no minority report. When the bill 
was debated in the Senate, Senator 
Frederic C, Walcott (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, chairman of the subcom- 
mittee which held hearings on the 
bill, repeatedly was forced to tell 
Senators that he could not answer 
their questions about the measure 
and would have to get the informa- 
tion from the Treasury Depart- 
ment, 

Preferred Different Measure. 


Senators who voted for the bill 
often dropped remarks which indi- 
cated that they would have pre- 
ferred a different measure. Sena- 
tor Borah of Idaho, who took little 
part in the debates, interrupted a 
colloquy about the bill's phraseol- 
ogy to observe, “Of course, what 
this bill does is to establish a finan- 
cial dictatorship, and the language, 
together with the discretionary 
power of the board, would make it 
possible for them to do almost any- 
thing they wanted te do.”

Mile-Long Dam Impounds Flood 
Waters From Himalayas 
for Sind Desert Canals.

SUKKAR, Ind., Jan. 13.—Rush- 
ing waters from the Himalayas 
roared through the sluices today 
while Viceroy Lord Willington ded- 
icated with impressive ceremonies 
the newly completed “Sukkar bar- 
rage. one of the greatest irrigation 
enterprises in the world. 

The dam is nearly a mile long 
and cost $75,000,000. It consists of 
66 huge concrete spans 60 feet 
wide, equipped with steel gates that 
harness the waters of the Indus 
River, upon which tne great Sind 
Desert depends for its life, 

For four montns in the year the 
Indus is flogded by the melting 
snows of the Himalayas, but dur- 
ing the other eight months the riv- 
er shrinks to a mere creek. 

Through a network of canals 
6166 miles long the new project 
will furnish a steady flow of water 
to an arid area equal in size to 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Delaware. This territory is expect- 
ed to produce annually 3,000,000 
tons cf wheat, cotton and rice. The 
project required nine years to build 
and required the labor of 77,000 
men working during the seasonal 
period of five months in the year.

SALARY REDUCTION PROPOSED 
FOR SWEDISH PARLIAMENT 


Budget Reduced $160,180,000 and 
Taxes Raised to Balance.

RESIGNATION OF JUSTICE HOLMES. 

Carrying on to his ninety-first year, the venerable 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes has resigned from the 
United States Supreme Bench. “The time has come, 
and I bow to the inevitable,” says the Justice in his 
letter of resignation to Mr. Hoover. 

In association with Justice Brandeis, 15 years his 
junior, Justice Holmes has been the hope of democ- 
racy in the United States through one of the most 
trying periods in the history of the republic. . The 
American people cannot see the senior member of 
that sterling twain retire without a deep sense of 
loss. In becoming the outstanding liberal interpreter 
of the American Constitution, Justice Holmes, whose 
father was the poet, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, fur- 
nished an unusual instance of co-greatness in father 
and son. He rose rapidly in the law, and was an 
eminent jurist in his State before he went to the 
supreme bench. Singularly, both Justice Holmes and 
Justice Brandeis came from Massachusetts. 

The retiring Justice had already won the greatest re- 
ward possible for one of his devotion to the spirit in 
which the United States was born. Appointed to 
the supreme bench in 1902, his was for years a voice 
lost in the wilderness of what he conceived to be our 
apostasy to the ideal that human rights take prece- 
dence over all material fortune and all time serving.

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FOREIGN LOANS AND THE GOVERNMENT. 

What role, if any, should the Government play with 
regard to the supervision of foreign loans? This 
question is brought sharply to the fore by the Sen- 
ate investigation of international banking and by the 
number of foreign bonds in default. A survey made 
by the Foreign Policy Association shows that the ag- 
gregate par value of funded obligations sold on be- 
half of governments, states, provinces and municipal- 
ities, and the loans guaranteed by governments on 
which interest payments are in default, totals more 
than two and a half billion dollars. Interest in ar- 
rears amounts to more than a billion dollars. The 
huge indebtedness of Czarist Russia is excluded from 
the calculation. 

Prior to the war, before the United States became 
the leading creditor nation, the Government’s rela- 
tion to foreign loans was not in issue. But in 1921, 
when foreign loans, privately made, had a bearing 
on the advances made by the Government to the Al- 
lies, President Harding informed the bankers that the 
administration wished to be informed about negotia- 
tions for new foreign loans, in order that it might

This legislation incites the use of harsh 


In reply to Senator 
Glass’ point, the State Department says its verdict 
upon proposed loans is only advisory, in the interest 
of the investing public, and it justifies its interven- 
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language properly to characterize it. A 
discussion of offensively ugly truths calls 
for the use of plain languuge. That this 
pill, like the Farm Board Act and Farm 
Loan Act, constitutes legalized robbery, 
we May assume upon the authority of 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 
In speaking of this class of legislation 
it once said: 

To lay. with one hand, the power of the 
898 on the property of the citizen 
and. with the other, to Destow it upon fa- 
vored individuals, to aid private enterprises, 
and to build up private fortunes, is none the 
less a robbery because it is done under the 
forms of law and is called taxation. This is 
not legislation. It is a decree under legis- 
lative forms. 

To make this obviously true utterance 
plainer, the court said: 


No court, for instance, would hesitate to 
declare void a statute * » which should 
enact that the homestead now owned by A 
should no longer be his, but should hence- 
forth be the property of B (87 U. S. 655). 
When a bank lends money, it is the 

borrower's property; when the Govern- 
ment lends my taxes to pay interest to 
the bondholders of railroads, drainage 
and irrigation districts, and farmers who 
own improved land and livestock, to be 
used in their private business, for pri- 
vate profit, it is just the same, in prin- 
ciple, as enacting that your homestead 
shall no longer be yours, but shall hence- 
forth be my property. In the language 
of the Supreme Court, that is legalized 
robbery. 

This Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion bill is a foolish, vicious, un-Amer- 
ican and unconstitutional exercise of the 
taxing power. In the case just referred 
to, the court said that a popular govern- 
ment, which recognizes no limits on its 
power to appropriate the public funds, 
“jis after all, but a despotism. It is true 
it is a despotism of the many, of the 
majority, if you choose to call it so, but 
it is none the less a despotism.” 

To take the taxes of millions of needy 
taxpayers, many of whom are compelled 
to borrow money to pay them, and use 
them to pay interest to the fortunate 
and, in hosts of instances, opulent hold- 
ers of railroad bonds, or to reimburse 
the losses of depositors in insolvent 
banks, to my way of thinking, is as base 
and immoral as the act of a highway- 
man. Of course, the money thus ap- 
propriated will be hoarded or used by 
the beneficiaries in their private busi- 
ness to earn a private profit, and in in- 
numerable instances to buy luxuries and 
for pleasure. It is an unthinkable act 
of governmental immorality, and I do 
not believe the people will stand for it 
when they realize its import. 

Such legislation will drive men not 
only to hoard their savings, but to re- 
sort to every deception to avoid paying 
taxes to a dishonest Government. It 
will defeat its obvious purpose by de- 
stroying instead of creating public con- 
fidence. 

There is no distressful financial emer- 
gency imaginable which can justify such 
dishonest measures as the Farm Board 
und Farm Loan laws, and this bill. If 
we are facing worse conditions than now 
prevail, we shall have to endure them. 
There is no escape. Until the blatk days 
of the Hoover administration, it had 
never been the business of our Govern- 
ment to finance private industry out of 
the public treasury. If we are going 
into that business, then everybody with 
an ounce of brains will agree that com- 
mon honesty and fair dealing demand 
that all in need of financial help be 
treated alike. 

When the taxpayers are given clearly 
to understand that their Government is 
taking money wrung from them by tax- 
ation and bestowing it upon others to be 
used to earn a private profit, they will 
find some devious way to circumvent 
that gress wrong. God and all decent 
men will sanction a lie told to a high- 
way robber by his victim to conceal his 
goods, If this kind of legislation is to 
become the fixed policy of the Govern. 
ment in the future, we are headed for a 
general breakdown.

NOT SO CRAZY. 

Irving Mischner, an exporter, returns to New York 
from the wilds of South America with strange tales 
and tokens of his voyage. He claims to be the first 
white man to make the acquaintance of the Huitoto 
Indians, whom he represents as outlandish savages 
with painted cheeks and feathers in their ears. Misch- 
ner found them very friendly until he suggested they 
pick for trade one banana for every one they eat. 
Then the entente cordiale was broken, the Indians 
showed their teeth and Mischner was invited to leave 
immediately, if not sooner. 

The only thing about the story to which we take 
exception is Mischner’s imputation that, because of 
their refusal to establish a trading post for him, the 
Huitotos are somewhat crazy. As a matter of fact, 
those natives are merely ayoiding the fate of the 
Congo ivory-gatherers, the Liberian rubber workers, 
the Brazilian coffee serfs and the American Indians 
who sold Manhattan Island for $24 worth of beads 
and a bottle of whisky. 
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INSURANCE COMPANIES AND FEDERAL CREDIT. 

The insurance companies make the point that, while 
they have been linked with the railroads and savings 
banks in the argument for the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, they are not really in the same 
category. 

There is a degree to which this is true, so far as 
the railroads are concerned, but it is not altogether 
true of the savings banks. An impression that the 
case was about the same with the railroads, the sav- 
ings banks and the insurance companies arose from 
statements by insurance men before the Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee. Frederick H. Ecker, 
president of the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., tes- 
tified that at the end of 1931 the life insurance com- 
panies of the country would have 16 per cent of their 
assets in railroad bonds; that in 1906, 34.8 per 
cent of their assets, had been in railroad bonds. Sum- 
marizing the assets of life insurance companies, Mr. 
Ecker said that as of Dec. 31, 1931, the life insurance 
companies would have 28.4 per cent of their assets 
in first mortgages on city real estate; 10 per cent in 
farm mortgages, 8.6 in domestic and foreign govern- 
ment bonds, 16 per cent in railroad bonds, 10 per 
cent in utility bonds and stocks, 15.9 per cent out on 
policy loans and premium notes and 2.8 per cent in 
real estate. These items total 91.7 per cent. The re- 
maining 8.3 was understood to consist chiefly of cash. 
Mr. Ecker said the loans to policy holders had great- 
ly increased in 1931, constituting 32 per cent of all 
the money available for investment by the companies. 
Formerly, policy loans had accounted for only 15 per 
cent of the funds available for investment. 

In urging passage of the credit bill, Mr. Ecker was 
joined by Edward D. Duffield, president of the Pru- 
dential Life Insurance Co., who said he spoke for 
50,000,000 life insurance policy holders and 13,000,000 
savings bank depositors. Mr. Duffield also appeared 
as chairman of the Emergency Committee on Rail- 
read Investments of life insurance companies and 
mutual savings banks. He said that 28 of the largest 
companies, on last July 13, had $2,438,321,528 worth of 
railroad bonds, and that 172 mutual savings banks 
represented by his committee had $812,996,213 worth, 
a total of $3,261,817,741. He said the assets of all the 
life insurance companies amounted to $18,900,000,000, 
and the assets of savings banks $10,585,000,000. On 
this basis, about 13 per cent of the life insurance com-

tion, as foreign loans affect foreign relations. 

Former Secretary of State Kellogg defined the Gov- 
ernment policy as a desire to state whether or not 
proposed loans were in the public interest, “such as 
loans for armaments, loans to countries not making 
debt settlements with the United States, or loans for 
monopolistic purposes.” Acting under that definition, 
the State Department has discouraged loans to Por- 
tugal for armament purposes, to France and Italy 
before they had ratified their debt settlements, and 
to the potash monopoly of Germany, the coffee syn- 
dicate of Brazil and the Chilean nitrate combine. 

It appears, however, that the State Department has 
nodded on many occasions and that bad loans have 
been made with its “negative approval,” despite 
warnings from other official sources. S. Parker Gil- 
bert said in 1926 that he “was constantly amazed at 
the recklessness of American bankers” in selling Ger- 
man bonds to the American public, on the basis of 
a German construction of the Treaty of Versailles not 
accepted by the Allies. The ill-fated Peruvian loan 
was approved and made over the vehement protest 
of Oliver C. Townsend, Department of Commerce rep- 
resentative at Lima, who was rebuked for his pains 
by his superiors. 

Several suggestions have been made about the 
future course of the Government. One is that it 
follow the example of European countries and ac- 
quire legal authority to pass on proposed loans, 
Another is that there should be created an organi- 
zation similar to the Corporation of Foreign Bond- 
holders of Great Britain, a purely unofficial body 
whose work on behalf of bondholders has been very 
effective. In any case, it is clear that we need some 
kind of new machinery, both to warn investors be- 
fore purchase and to safeguard their interests aft- 
erward. As a creditor nation, we must put money to 
work among debtor nations. It is not the practice 
that is wrong, but the sometimes utterly unconscion- 
able way in which we go about it.

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WIDENING HANLEY ROAD. 

Property owners in University City, who are ob- 
jecting to a plan of that progressive suburban mu- 
nicipality for the widening of Hanley road, should 
consider the history of street widenings in St. Louis, 
with a view to changing their minds. 

When St. Louis sought to, widen Grand boulevard 
years ago, before that thoroughfare was developed, 
there was opposition to the expense of a few thou- 
sand dollars. Now, just to widen a section of the 
street will cost hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
In the midtown area, where widening is needed most, 
the cost is prohibitive. Elsewhere the city is spend- 
ing-millions to correct the mistakes and lack of fore- 
sight of the past. , 

The Hanley road objectors should look ahead to the 
development of the community. The need may not 
be great for widening now, but this is the time to 
establish the new lines and prevent expensive struc- 
tures from getting in the way. University City has 
specified that the actual widening would not occur 
for at least 10 years. Hence the expense of paving 
the extra space is to be postponed. It will be a year 
or more before the benefit assessments can come due, 
and it is likely that arrangements will be made for 
paying them by installments.

Crime News and the Press

Theory that press overplays crime news is derided by writer, who says crime is a 
major national problem, deserving prominent attention; such stories do not cor- 
rupt readers, but stimulate them to demand reforms; press often inspires capture 


and punishment of offenders; suppressing crime news would not improve situation.

HERE are a treniendous number of 
sane and intelligent people who feel that 


the news of crime constitutes a definitely - 


objectionable feature of the newspaper of 
today. They feel that crime news is not 
an indispensable part of the news, and prop- 
erly should occupy a minimum of news 
space. They feel that it exerts an unduly 
exciting influence upon the imagination of 
youth and certain mental types; that the 
playing up of crime news encourages crime; 
that the American press glorifies the Amer- 
ican criminal; and, finally, that crime news 
plays a part in the daily press out of all 
proportion to its news value. 

It is my contention that crime news occu- 
pies a justifiably important place in the 
newspaper of today, and that such objec- 
tions are insufficiently grounded in fact. 

Crime news occupies about the same im- 
portance in the news as it does in the mind 
of the average reader. If it is stressed, 
that is the reason. People like to read 
crime news. They read it for the same rea- 
son large numbers of them attend criminal 
trials, go to fires, read mystery or adven- 
ture novels or go to the movies. It attracts 
interest because it usually is full of action 
or suggested action. It is drainatic, and has 
the further glamour of being true dramc. 
It has been said that “morality does not 
make headlines,” nor do newspaper readers 
expect it to. The unusual makes headlines. 
If morality were unusual enough to make 
headlines, society would be in a sorry fix. 

+ * — 

I will venture the assertion that no one 
ever was corrupted by a newspaper story. I 
will venture further to assert that anyone 
who could be corrupted by a’ newspaper 
story is not worth saving, and that any 
effort to save him must inevitably fail. 
Certainly nothing but a cracked brain could 
ever be incited to crime, however copiously 
the news coluinns may spread the saga of 
the malefactor. There is a vast difference 
between finding crime stories interesting or 
entertaining and being incited to criminality 
by them. There may be criminals who 
treasure their press notices, but no intelli- 
gent person will argue that they committed 
their crimes in order to get their names in 
the paper. : 

On the other hand, there can be no denial 
that the printing, emphasizing, even the en- 
thusiastic playing up, of crime news consti- 
tutes an attempt, though sometimes indi- 
rectly, to apply a needed lash to whip up 
indignant public opinion, to create public 
disgust for legal procedure as full ot holes 
as a Swiss cheese, to incite popular demand 
for a cleaning up of conditions. 

It has been said that crime news adds 
glamour to crime and awakens a desire to 
emulate thé criminal. That is very much 
like saying that crime news adds glamour 
to getting shot in the beck, for surely the 
methods employed in gangland warfare 
have been publicized enough to be familiar 
to everyone. 

It n charged that the American press 
glorifies the American criminal. I cannot 


. suits and try to crash into society. 


Criminal lawyers frequently object that 
daily it is becoming more difficult to free 
their clients because the case has been 
tried in the newspapers before it ever gets 
to court.” Who does not recall jnstances of 
attorneys for law-breakers insisting that 
their clients received sentences of undue 
severity when the arm of justice struck 
down with added weight because of “news- 
paper clamor’? It may be true that news- 
paper publicity assists but little in the ap- 
prehension of criminals, but it is as certain- 
ly true that many times “newspaper clamor” 
does assist in seeing to it that he is pun- 
ished adequately when he is caught. 


It is charged that crime news plays a 
part in the daily press out of all proportion 
to its news value. I insist that, since the 
annual crime bill is about the biggest bill 
the American people are compelled to pay, 
crime news is the biggest news in America. 
The Wickersham Committee’s report insist- 
ed that $3,000,000 per day was a lamentably 
conservative estimate of the cost of crime 
in the United States. Anything which costs 
that much money is bound to be big news. 

In addition to this, crime has increased 
in news value because this age has witnessed 
novelty in crime and criminal habit. Never 
before have we seen crime organized along 
the lines of sedate and sober business, It 
is news when criminals grow so efficient as 
to dominate whole cities. It is news when 
gang lords purchase palatial homes, hire 
butlers and social secretaries. don dress 
“Big 
shots” are not new to crime. We had Legs 
Diamonds, Al Capones and Bugs Morans in 
the gang world of old. But they were con- 
tent with vulgar pleasures, vulgar associates 
and vulgar environment. Lowbrow crim- 
inals with highbrow tastes are new. 

I am not endeavoring to discuss the 
causes for the increase in crime in this 
article. I merely am contending that the 
publishing of crime news had nothing to 
do with it. Crime news is not a cause, it is 
an effect. Crime has increased in news 
importance as the menace of crime has in- 
creased in importance to society. The day 
does not pass when the newspaper does not 
throw a searchligit on these conditions. The 
newspaper deserves no rebuke for chron- 
icling the effrontery of our criminals. The 
rebuke is deserved by an apathetic citizen- 
ship which complacently permits their 
brazenness to be flaunted in its face,

a mind of her own, when she 
fell in love with a young man 
named Spoturno, who was inter- 
ested in chemistry. For over a year 
her highly respectable parents hes- 
itated about giving their consent 
to the marriage, but she believed 
in him at a time when he was 
earning only 150 francs ($30) a 
month. 
So she became his wife, June 12, 
1900. and they went to live with 
her mother. Later they were taken 
in by her brother, who helped the 
young husband start in business 
and to develop an idea. 
She stood beside him through 
the long years of struggle, giving 
the best of herself, contributing 
much helpful advice and expert 
knowledge, and remaining loyal 
through success and adversity, as 
the family fortunes rose. 
Today Yvonne Le Baren is 
prominent socially and secure fi- 
nancially with an alimony settle- 
ment to the value (including the 
real estate involved) of $20,000,- 
000, the largest ever recorced 
under the French Republic. The 
big idea she worked out with her 
husband has spread to the far 
corners of the earth and made 
women more fragrant. It is the 
perfume stamped with the name 
of Coty. 
Something of the private life of 
Francois Coty, a Corsican whose 
original name was Spoturno, and 
his former wife, Yvonne Le Baron, 
has been revealed by the recent 
court action in which he was 
ordered to pay at once the balance 
due on the property settlement at 
the time of his diverce. This 
amounts to $5,200,000, and the stu- 
pendous sums involved brought to 
public ‘ight for the first time, cre- 
ated something of a sensation. 
Mme. Le Baron clearly proved 
she still had a mind of her own 
when she refused te let her former 
husband off on the plea that the 
economic crisis had destroyed his 
ability to pay. He has vast enter- 
prises and controls intricate com- 
panies, with which she was fa- 
miliar, and she insisted that he 
keep his ‘bargain.

He proved himself a genius at 
organization, but she contributed 
much from the woman’s point of 
view. She had remarkably fine 
taste and a delicate olfactory sense 
which enabled her to decide on 
perfumes which would be pleasing 
to women. 

Although they started their 
work in a shed, the business quick- 
ly developed, and it was as much 
her triumph, perhaps, as his. 
When he was sick, at the end of 
the war, she carried on the entire 
work of preparing the formulas in 
order to avoid sharing the secrets 
of the house with other chemists. 

She was the wife of a very 
wealthy man, but those who re- 
marked at her fine dress or saw 
her entering the Bois de Boulogne 
mansion little dreamed that she 
was spending her days in the lab- 
oratory, wearing overalls. She 
loved this work. 

The Cotys had two children; a 
son, who is in business with his 
father, and a daughter, who mar- 
ried Paul Dubonnet, of the weal- 


thy wine-producing family. Du- 
bonnet is now the husband ot 
Jean Nash, the New York girl 


once known as the “best dressed 
woman in the world.“ 

But while the Coty business 
flourished, the domestic side of the 
family affairs was not so gratify- 
ing. These private affairs are 
kept quiet in France, but the break 
came in 1922, when Coty took up 
residence in a hotel, “in the cir- 
curgstances known to many peo- 
ple,“ according to her lawyer.

He was granted to her at 

Tours, May 8, 1929, through an 
agreed-upon arrangement. Shortly 
afterwards Coty married a much 
younger girl who had been an em- 
ploye in his works, and by whom 
he had had children, but a separa- 
tion came a few months later. 


In the liquidation of their joint 
property, Coty entered into an 
agreement with Mme. Le Baron, 
who assumed her maiden name, on 
Aug. 5, 1929, to pay her 430,149,- 
799 francs, turn over to her their 
beautiful home at 24 Avenue Ra- 
phael, Paris, where she still lives, 
and the chateau St.Helene at Nice. 

This was regarded as one-half 
of his estate at that time. There 
were to be three installments. Two 
hundred million francs was paid at 
once, and 100,000,000 was paid a 
year later, making roughly $12,- 
000,000. But last August Coty failed

In his explanation to the court 
asking for a delay, Coty explained 
that, owing to the American finan- 
cial crisis, he was obliged to grant 
delays to the American Coty com- 
pany, allowing it 10 years to pay 
off what it owed him. 

He felt that Mme. Le Baron 
should show a like forbearance 
and that she should be paid the 
balance due her at the rate of 13,- 
000,000 francs a year over a period 
of 10 years. He took a very serious 
view of his financial position. 

“I have been obliged,’ he said. 
“to pay out $20,000,000, and at a 
very troublesome time. Were I to 
pay another $5,200,000 at once it 
would mean a catastrophe, it would 
result in a national peril.“ 

This represents the total cost to 
Coty of the litigation, including 
lawyers’ fees, court costs, etc. 

Mme. Le Baron maintained that 
Spoturno—the name used in court 
—was not actingin good faith, that 
the bulk of his fortune had been 
invested abroad, that he was sel- 
vent and quite capable of meeting 
this obligation. 

His interests were widely invest- 
ed in various stock companies. It 
was, for example, brought out that 
the Chateau of Montbazén, which 
he owned, had been sold, with all 
its furniture and even the cellar, 
to a company, but that this com- 
pany permitted Coty to use the 
building, the furniture and empty 
the cellar. 

The Chateau of Louveciennes, 
T near St. Germain, which was 
once the property of Mme. du 
Barry, was said to have been sold 
to a real estate company. The 
$130,000,000 due to Mme, Le 
Baron had been taken up, accord- 
ing to Coty’s legal staff, by the 
moratorium he had granted to his 
debtors. 

Coty had started to hedge on 
the final payment to his former 
wife as early as July 18, when he 
appealed to the court for respite, 
but Mme. Le Baron came back 
with several attachments on his 
holdings; notably on the twe Paris 
newspapers he owns and ceontreis, 
the Figaro and the Ami du Peuple. 
She attached the furniture at the 
Chateau de Montbazon and teek 
the same course in regard to six 
companies, or banks. 

In declaring Coty unjustified in 
all of his requests, ends and con- 
clusions, non-suited,” the Civil 
Tribunal of the Seine stated in 
its decision: 

“Even admitting that the world 
crisis which Coty invokes may af- 
fect his industrial enterprises and 
cause a shrinkage of the funds he 
expected to receive from abroad, 
his request for a delay of grace 
would further be condemned. by a 
consideration of the fact that he 
does not justify nor make an at- 
tempt to justify that by so dis- 
posing of his furniture, property 
and enterprises which he owns in 
France, or the shares which they 
represent, he would be incapable 
of keeping his contract with Mme. 
Le Baron.”

accumulation of wealth, his 
stunning alimony payments 
and his appeals to the courts, has 
been described here as typically

American. As a matter of fact, 
he owes a great deal to America 
and the business opportunities he 
found there. 

He is reputed to have sold his 
American interests for $36,000,000 
at a time when the stock of the 
Coty company was quoted at 60. 
After the crash he bought it back 
when it was 20, but for once he 
guessed wrong (he has shown re- 
markable genius in business trans- 
actions), for the stock is now 
down to 4. He is confident, how- 
ever, that it will recover. 

In France Coty is a man of 
mystery. He shuns public func- 
tions, refuses to be photographed 
and only those who have direct 
dealings with him know what he 
looks like. He is in his middle 
fifties, smooth-shaven, and has 
reddish hair. 

He mixes perfume with politics, 
but has shown greater aptitude 
with perfume. His vigorous activi- 
ties clash strangely with the atmos- 
phere of perfume. He says he is 
a descendant of Napoleon, and 
many of his methods reflect @ con- 
ception of what Napoleon might 
have done if he had been a per- 
fume manufacturer instead of a 
Corporal and a journalist instead 
of an Emperor and national nero. 

Coty is an extreme Nationalist, 
hot-tempered and fantastic in his 
Corsican way. He is quick in his 
judgments and when he declares 
a vendetta he goes into it with 
amazing energy. 

He bought the Figaro, a great 
old newspaper, ahd uses it to re- 
flect his political opinions. But 
since this only reached the upper 
classes, he established the Ami du 
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e largest alimony settlement ever recorded in France. 


Peuple and made the price 10 cen- 
times when all other dailies were 
selling for 25. 

This man, famous for his per- 
fume, seems always to be stirring 
up trouble. Many people believe 
in him, while others smile. His 
only personal venture into politics 
came in 1923 when he was elected 
Senator from Corsica, but the Sen- 
ate’s High Commission, investigat- 
ing his campaign, found irregulari- 
ties in his election and refused to 
seat him. Since then he has been 
proclaiming his views through his 
newspapers.
